I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1954* 

Dr.  J.  T.  Murphy,  your  former  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  resigned 
during  the  year  and  I commenced  duty  on  1st  May,  1955 • 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows 
The  population,  Registrar  General's  estimate  is  4? 250  as  compared  to  1953 
when  it  was  4? 207.  The  Birth-Rate  17.88  per  1,000  of  the  population  showed 
a fall  on  1953  when  it  was  18  30.  The  Death-Rate  10.82  was  lower  than  1953 
when  it  was  11.88.  The  Infantile  Mortality-Rate  39.47  is  the  highest 
recorded  figure  since  1950.  There  have  been  no  deaths  recorded  under  the 
heading  Maternal  Mortality  which  must  be  considered  very  satisfactory. 

. Sections  C,  D and  E of  the  report  have  been  submitted  by  your 

Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  Section  C deals  with  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  area  and  an  account  of  Water  Supply,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 
is  given. 


Section  D gives  an  account  of  the  work  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts.  Section  E deals  with  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  good  wishes  they  have  kindly 
extended  to  me  on  taking  up  this  appointment  and  also  for  the  kind  consideration 
and  help  I have  received  from  the  Council  Staff.

SECTION  B.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  - examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Nortlrian^ton  and  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Kettering  General  Hospital. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  - the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  ambulance 
services.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  carry  out  the  service  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Council  for  non-inf ectious  cases. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  - the  Comty  Council  is  responsible  for  the  Home 
Nursing  Service. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  - a County  Council  Yfelfare  Clinic  is 
held  twice  monthly.  A Medical  Officer  attends  one  session  each  month. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

Water  Supply  - The  Tra.ter  supply  of  the  Urban  District  -was  taken  over  by  the 
Mid -Northamptonshire  Water  Board  in  1950. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity 
since  a connection  was  made  in  1953  to  the  12*'  main  from  the  Eyebrook  Reservoir 
to  Wellingborough  which  passes  through  Bircton  Latimer. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  have  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  folio-wing 
information  re  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses :-

No  chemical  analyses  -were  made.  No  form  of  contamination  was  detected. 

The  water  is  extremely  hard  and  there  is  no  plumbo-solvemc  action. 

There  are  1,456  ho-uses  in  the  Urban  District,  1305  of  these  are  supplied 
from  the  public  water  main  direct  to  the  houses.  134  are  supplied  from  a 
stand-pipe  in  the  yard  and  only  5 houses  in  the  to-wn  are  supplied  from  pumps, 
(bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  these  pmp  supplies  -which  -were  fo-und 
to  be  satisfactory),  plus  12  isolated  houses  and  farms  outside  the  urban  perimeter. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  - The  town's  sewerage  system  was  connected  to  the  Kettering 
Corporation's  Sewerage  Works  in  194B. 

Most  of  the  town  is  on  a combined  sewerage  system  but  the  new  housing  estates 
built  since  the  vi/ar,  with  the  exception  of  the  Cranford  Road  Estate  ^ have  separate 
storm  and  foxil  sev/ers. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  sewer  with  the 
exception  of  a fev\r  isolated  farm  houses,  one  house  in  Chiurch  Street,  four  cottages 
in  Cranford  Road,  and  six  houses  in  Kettering  Road.  The  latter  will  be  connected 
during  1955. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  are  baited  and  poison  baits  laid  twice  yearly  with 
satisfactory  results  in  keeping  down  the  rat  population.

Thirty-seven  three-bedroom  semi-detached  houses,  and  two  one-bedroom  old 
people's  bungalows  were  con^jleted  during  the  year  on  the  Pinedon  Road  Estate. 

Twenty  new  houses  and  bungalov/s  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year.

The  total  number  of  Council  houses  pre-war*  and  post-war  is  413. 

The  number  of  applicants  in  the  register  at  31st  December  1954  was  176. 

One  house  was  allocated  to  a tuberculous  family  in  1954. 

Factories  and  Yforkshops  - There  are  fifteen  factories  in  the  district.  Routine 
inspections  were  made  and  no  defects  were  found.  There  were  thirty-eight 
outworkers  in  the  district  in  Auguist,  1954. 

Refuse  Collection  - A 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  C.K. 3.  is  used  for  refuse  collections 
and  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  house. 

The  refuse  tip  is  on  Buocleuch  Pam  about  a mile  from  the  town  in  a 
south-easterly  direction.  It  consists  of  old  ironstone  workings  and  there  is 
ample  capacity  for  many  years. 

Caravans  - There  are  thirty-five  caravans  in  the  district.  The  sites  have 
flush  W.C.  's  and  piped  water  supply.  Two  sites  have  concrete  paths  and  wash- 
houses. No  nuisances  have  arisen  from  any  of  the  caravans  during  the  year. 

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood. 

Heat , Ililk  and  Other  Poods  - There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district. 

This  re-opened  on  5th  July  and  from  that  date  to  31st  December  the  following 
animals  have  been  slaughtered;-  65  Cattle,  6 Calves,  121  Pigs  and  145  Sheep. 

294  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  dioring  this  period. 

The  following  food  was  condemned  during  the  year;-  129  lbs,  tinned  meat, 

280  lbs.  tinned  fruit,  cheese,  vegetables,  pickles  etc.,  18  lbs.  tinned  fish, 

7 lbs.  tinned  evaporated  or  skimmed  milk  and  36  lbs.  baking  powder  etc. 

There  is  one  small  shop  serving  odd  meals  to  lorry  drivers. 
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There  are  two  fried  fish  shops  and  two  wet  fish  shops.  One  of  the  fried 
fish  shops  serves  meals  on  the  premises. 

There  are  four  hutohers*  shops  and  one  bakehouse  which  are  inspected 
regnlarly. 

Fourteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream. 

No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district. 

One  dairy  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

Two  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  use  of  the  Special  Designations 
Pasteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested. 

One  supplementary  licence  v\ras  issued  authorising  the  use  of  the  Special 
Designations  Tuberculin  Tested,  Accredited,  Pasteiirised  and  Sterilised, 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  ijinder  the  Co'uncil's  Clean 
Pood  Byelaws  during  the  year. 

Ten  disinfection  of  premises  were  carried  out  after  cases  of  infectious 
disease, 

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  seventy-six  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  diiring  the 
year  of  which  five  were  due  to  Measles  and  fort3r  to  Yfliooping  Cough.  All  these 
cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  all  recovered. 

There  were  nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  vdiich  were  spread  over  February, 
March  and  October  and  the  incidence  was  confined  to  children  in  the  2 - 10 
age  group.  All  the  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  all  recovered,. 

There  were  tv/enty  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year 
and  two  cases  of  Erysipelas.  All  recovered. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  vrere  notified  and  of 
these  two  cases  were  inv/ard  transfers.  There  were  two  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  a further  two  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  as  cured.

Mass  Radiography  Survey.  Above  is  a summary  of  the  vrark  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Survey  carried  out  in  Burton  Latimer,  This  is  the  fourth  survey  in  this  Urban 
District  and  it  will  be  noted  that  in  the  survey  one  active  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  six  cases  of  inactive  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  out 
of  a total  of  1,568  films  taken.
